THE PIG BYLAW. 


On several occasions during 
the past few weeks a number of 
our citizens have discussed with 
us the present town bylaw which 
prohibits the keeping, of pigs 
within the town limits. All of 
them were of the opinion that, 
under existing conditions, the 
town should make the bylaw 
leastie enough to allow those 
who wished to keep a pig this 
year. Amongst our visitors was 
a farmer who stated that during 
the lean years on the farm some 
of the townspeople were good 
enough to help the farmers out 
by providing them with a brood 
sow and dividing the litter for 
their keep. “This farmer is now 
enxious to reciprocate but claims 
he is unable to do so on account 
of the bylaw. 

The Review can see no. reason 
why some provision could not 
be made along this line to accom- 
modate those who wish to keep 
a pig and thus be in a better 
position to provide for their win- 

’ ter’s supply of meat, The town 
is not crowded by any means, so 
that pigs properly taken care of 
should not become a nuisance.

CONSCRIPTION. 

According to reports from Ot- 

tawa the Dominion government 
now has its plans well under 
way for the putting into effect 
in the near future of some sys- 
tem of conscription. 
As with every other measure 
of a similar nature, conscription 
in any form has its warm sup- 
porters and its bitter opponents. 
fo our mind conscription in 
some form should have been 
adopted long ago. Of course in 
a country like Canada, after 
years of peace, and unaccus- 
tomed to war and preparations 
for jit. it is only natural that 
there should have been many 
oversights during the early 
stages of the great confiict. 
However, when mistakes are dis- 
covered they should be remedied 
at once, no matter who is  ef- 
fected by, the remedy. And 
conscription is, no doubt, one of 
the mistakes. 

With a proper form of con- 
scription conditions would have 
been different in Canada today. 
Men who could render good ser- 
vice at home would not now be 
in the trenches, and men who 
should be in the trenches would 
not now be at home. 

The selection of men is one 
which must be looked at from 
many different angles, and no 
matter what system the govern- 
mnet may adopt; much of its 
success will depend on the ability 
of the men chosen to put it into 
operation. 


BEANS GOOD FOOD. 

The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture is strongly advocat- 
ing the planting of a goodly sup- 
ply of beans this year and for 
the purpose of encouraging this 
branch of gardening they have 
issued a bulletin which contains 
very valuable information, and 
which may be secured free of 
charge, ' 

This is a very important mat- 
ter as beans have a two-foid 
value. They rank among the 
valuable, foods, containing « 
higher percentage of protein 


than wheat or oats and*even| 


meat. Beans are also of value 
from a soil cultural aspect as 
they belong to a most important 
class of agricultural plants term- 
ed legumes which are capable of 
taking up indirectly the free nit- 
rogen of the air and storing it in 
tubereles on the root systems of 
the plants in an available form 
of plant food for future crops. 
In Canada the production of 
field beans, commercially, has 
been carried on for the past 60 
years, being confined largely to 
Southern Ontario, In the year 
1916 according to the census and 
statictics reports of the Domin- 
ion Department, of Trade and 
Commerce,.an area of 32,500 
acres was planted to beans. The
